That  whileinlhedc- 
ccnt,  hut  firm  language  becoming  freemen  to  ufe  and 
the  legiflatuic  to  hear,  we  offer  our  ob'ections  to  the 
act  in  qucftion ;  it  is  with  peculiar  regret,  we  lament 
thenqce'Tuy  of  re«onftrating  agattlft  a  meafure  which 
h<;  f>r  it-,  ohet  the  difcharge  of  the  national  Debt, 
r/e  ffupport  of  Public  Gcdit,  and  a  provifion  for  the 
Etige^c  e;  of  0  ivefnrftentj  becaufe  we'l  aware  of 
the  public  nccii;:c!;  we  arc  fenftbleof  the  difficulties 
that  attend  in  the  addoption  of  meafures  bed  c  ilcila- 
leitoanfwei  tho'egec  nurpo.es  and  under  theft! 

fcn.neTLms  Would  tfitfi  cheerful  contribution  affoid 
our  e  ;jal  and  co.i) n  )!i  proportion"  upon  c  eryrequMt" 
ti  Nl  > l  the  Leg  I  ::ur  \  except  thofe,  an  acquie  'cencc 
in  'hic'i  m  gin  edubK'h  precedents dangerous  to  the 
Ifeacfl;  Liberty,  arid  Hmpincfs  of  our  country*  and 
incur  tou«thejuft  Reproaches  of  Poftcrity  for  betray- 
figtrto  e  Rights,  which  by  .every  Principle  of  Honour, 
treare  ho  md  to  guard  and  maintain.

Bzcttsjsi  ahb  whilft  the  payment  cf  ofher  taxc.% 
for  the  coreniency  of  tlx*  people,  made  comma- 
table  !r>  Tobacco  and  public  Securities,  the  Taxes 
ImpoGsd  h/  this  Lau-,  are,  as  if  designed  to  he 
marked  with  perufar  inequality  and  haidOvip,  made 
jiayab'c  in  Specie  onfv.

politic fur  the  following  leafons:

the  community,  as  the  advantage  of  the  Individual, 
contrary  to  the  policy  of  every  wife  Government. 

It  eftablfhcs  a  dangerous  and  alarming  Difcrimi- 
bation  in  the  mode  of  l'axotion,  becaufe  hy  tho  o- 
paration  of  the  Law  for  equalizing  the  land-tax, 
'  Jan  Is  in  the  country  continue  to  pay  a  fixed  per  cent, 
tifon  their  averaged  value  without  le^aid  to  their 


present  or  future  flate  ol  improvment,  whilft  lots 
in  T.Dwn  a:e  by  this  ad  fnhe-^el  t-j  pay  an  incrcaf- 
c  \  Tax  for  all  additional  improvements;  and  mo-c- 
over  hy  being  a  departure  from  the  equal  principle 
of  aftefmc-u,  ad  valorem,  to  the  a  loption  of  one 
founded  on  fuppofed  local  advantage  <  which  be  ng 
dependent  on  mere  opinion,  may  be  extended  to 
aniwer  every  purpofe  of  inequality  and  opre  li- 
on, by  Changing  and  dire-ting  both  ks  ob  e't  and 
amount,  fo  thar  we  may  q  t-ckiy  fiXpefl:  to  fee,  for 
the  fame  principle  will  juftifv  it,  that  Dwellings 
contiguous  to  navagtion,  Counties  fituate  upon  Ri- 
vers, and  farms  convenient  to  Cities,  Ihall  be  fub- 
je  lcd  to  Taxes,  from  which  the  more  diftant  Coun- 
ties will  be  free. 

It  tends  tod  feourage  the  growth  and  increife  of 
Town^,  becaufe  it  takes  from  the  individual  that 
hope  ofpro'-t  which  is  his  only  inlucementto  build 
upon  and  improve  his  untenanted  and  uncultivted 
Lots;  and  vhenever  that  Pro'it  is  taken  away,  by 
whatever  caufe,  the  refulting  effe:t  we  have  ftatcd, 
is,  in  our  opinion,  inevitable. 

It  ten  Is  t<>  defeat  the  edahlifhment  of  Manufaftu- 
res,  becaufe  thee  cannot  be  efttablifhed  but  in 
Towns,  where  the  (upport  and  endeavours  of  all  its 
various  hianche-  may  be  conduced  and  directed 
With  uniformity,  d^cifion.  and  effect;  and  the  fame 
caufe  Which  difco  ragc>  the  one  will  ultimately  alfo 
defeat  the  other. 

It  ten  is  to  check  'he  improvement  and  progrefs 
of  Science*  and  the  f  ce  exercfb  of  the  human  fa- 
culties, h/  a  difcrimnation  of  profeffional  men  as 
the  ohcTs  of  Taxation,  whole  eftieavours  redound 
to  the  honor  and  advantage  of  dveiy  Comm  mity, 
and  Which  cannot  be  effected  but  hy  the  free  exer- 
cifd  of  thofe  Talents  which  arc  the  bountiful  gifts 
of  Heaven,  and  which}  it  be'ng  ImpjoHS  to  difufe, 
do  human  Laws  ftroutd  or  ought  to  reftrain:  And 
becattfe  too  this  oh  cdion  will  be  found  moie  fti  ongly 
to  apply  when  the  principle  of  i$k  Tax  is  extend- 
ed tojaenoL ever/  calling,  trade,  or  proi'effion, 
as  it  ce.taniiy  milt  and  Will  if"  fuffeied  to  cxift, 
thereby  ilufiing  the  weight  of  the  public  burthens 
from  all  men  generally  an!  equally,  to  thofe  of 
particular  difcriptons,  unhinging  the  barriers  of  Go- 
vernment, and  profit ating  cve.y  principal  ©f  the  fe- 
cial Compact. 

Wealfo  remonffrate  againft  the  faid  act  as  uncon- 
ftitutional  for  the  fallowing  reafons: 

i(L  Because  by  the  third  Scflion  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights  it  is  declared  that  the  people  have  an  c- 
qua!  claim  t  >  the  common  beni'it,  piotcflion,  and 
fecurity  of  Government;  ofcourfethc  rule  and  pnn- 
c  pie  of  all  Legiflativt  Actts  ought  to  be  general 
an  1  eqiialj  not  partial  and  particular. 

idly.  Because  by  the  wife  principle  of  the  Bill 
of  Rights  which  provides "  that  no  man  or  fet  of 
"  men  are  intitled  to  exclufive  or  feperatc  emolu- 
"  ments  f  om  the  Community,"  it  is infeptrably  in- 
fprred  that  ho  man  or  fet  of  men  can  or  ought  to 
he  fubjecled  to  exclufive  or  feperate  burthens  or  in- 
conveniences, otherwife  inequality  might  he  the 
.  rule  of  Government  whenever  political  expediency 
fhould  fuggeft<  in '  -much  as  particular  buithens  on 
a  particular  clafs  of  Citizens,  muft  always  opei  f:te 
to  the  general  exemption  of  the  other  Citizens 
fromtheil  cq  tal  participation  in  the  burthens  of  Go- 
vernment; And  this  We  humbly  conceive,  is  the 
direct,  obv'ous,  and  ccitain  confeouenae  of  the 
act  in  quell  on. 

3diy.  Because  this  afl  by  hc;ng  unequal,  partial, 
and  particular,  is  a  departure  from  the  fifteenth  Sec- 
tion of  the  Bill  of  Rights  which  declares  "  that  no 
"  Lee  government  can  he  preferved  io  any  pcop'e 
"  but  by  a  firm  adherence  to  Jufticc  *  And  k  is 
equally  in  liffe  ent  to  the  governed  whether  this  de*. 
pat tuxe  be  found  in  tho.e  afis  of  the  Lcgiflatuic 
which  eflublifh  an  unequal  mode  of  participation 
urTder  the  common  burthens  of  Government,  or  in 
thofe  which  bychoakfng  the  fountains  of  juftice  ren- 
der our  jui  i  1  prudence  an  Lvil  rather  than  a  Good. 

Lastly.  We  Remonftra  c  aga  nft  the  faid  act  as 
true  friends  to  the  conftitution  and  Government  un- 
der whicn  we  live,  felicitous  to  pre  c.ve  the  Rights 
and  priviliges  .ccmed  to  us  by  the  late  glonous 
Revolution,  at  the  expense  of  the  belt  blood  ;md 
tie^fure  (>f  our  countiy,  and  anxious  to  avoid  that 
innumerable  train  of  evils  confeq.rxSU  on  Difunion, 

Diflontion,  and  PiftorcL,  whicbj  wefcai  ,  areineVi- 


tah'e  fiom  a  faithcr  continuance  of  the  mcafuie 

in  nucftion.

"  Account?,  are  received  fiom  dj-tai'i  fymayloff  go- 
vernor of  tCamtjChatca.  that  two  armed  fiipf,  Wider  En- 
giifj  colour  Si  from  the  con  ft  of  America,  with  a  cargo 
of  furs  were  put  into  the  ifland  of  Mettni;  that  on 
their  arival  they  were  not  allowed  to  landorev?n  traf- 
ficker f  re  flj  proviftons,  but  after  imkirg  the  prince 
Jome  valuable  frejents  of  European  articles  tlu-y  had 
entered  into  a  leagie  of  friendjhi'p  with  h'm  fur  the 
carrying  on  a  troffitk  with  the  Japanefe  for  the  difpo- 
fal  of  their  cargoes,  which  clrrflv  co  jijloffurs,  that

"  The  Pottuguefe  man  of  war,  La  Lviguaire,  In/ 
nearly  fcoured il,e,e  cooftsof  the  Barbery  corja;rs.w  ih 
wh:ch  they  have  beenjo  very  long  infejled ;  two  ofthofi 
ve[]els,  tinder  the  Sailetine  flag,  have  been Jent  in  here, 
and  will  be  conveyed  tofome  of  h.r  mofl  faithful  Maje- 
ftyfs  ports  as  early  as  poflible.  By  way  of  reprisals,  the'.* 
crews  will  be  Jent  into  jlayefy. 
Extract  cf  a  letter  from  ConPantinop'c,  March  6 

"  The  Divan  are  not  very  wellpleajed  w'th  the  over- 
tures wh'ch  the  Emperefs  has  made  them,  that  tlrj 
fl.iiu  d  tede  BeJJ'arabia  as  a  dependa,  t  flate  of  Qnmea. 
This  requrfl  j  uts  u  war  beyond  a  I  doubt.  The  Ott\ 1 1 
Mtnifter  has  declared,  that  after  a  clofe  and  flntt  ex- 
amination i  to  the  tdnduQ  oj  the  Pacha  of  Agiika,  he 
has  not  found  him  guilty  of  any  thing  defervtn'g  pun  fe- 
me: t  ;  and  he  ce-mot  therefore  cojet  to  the  requijtfn 
of  Ruffii  to  give  him  up.  As  to  the  Em,  rejs  eflablifih 
ing  a  Conjul  at  Vit'ia,  the  Divan  cannot  be  rejponfible 
for  the  people,  nor  have  it  in  their  power  to  corretl  a- 
bufes  which  they  maycemmuin  their  hour. iff blind 'in- 
digndtion.  And  as  Ri  jjia  will  not  befatisfyid  with 
th'je  representations^  the  Divan  conjidered  it  as  their' 
duty  to  prepare  for  the  Worfl.  The  levies  of  land  for- 
ces, the  equipment  of  fleets,  appointments  of  Generals* 
&.c.  every  thing  f peaks  an  approaching  war.  On  the 
lid  of  February,  Ijinael  Pacha  left  ConJlaniinopU  t» 
goto  Oizakow,  and  take  the  comma  d  of  1 9  regiments, 
liho  will  be  ready  to  march  in  a  few  days.  Three  0- 
ther  Generals,  at  th.-head  of  20,000  men,  ar:  topafs 
into  Crimea;  and  a  fleet  failed  on  the  i'6lh  of  Februa- 
ry, to  complete  the  expedition*^ hit  flett  is  comjofel 
of  10  fljips  of  the  line,  a  d  is  to  be  reinforced  by  300 
jmaLer  vejfeis,  a.d  lobe  commanded  by  Admiral Camck 
Elvafle  Oglu.  Theje are  not  vain  preparations what 
pa,jes  in  Hungary  fbews  that  matters  arc  come  toacri. 
Jis.  Orders  are  give:  for  100  coomcn  to  advance  to  wards 
that  quarter  of  the  frontiers  which'  is  mtftexpojed;  the 
foreign  powers  are  Begun  to  bujy  themje.ves.  France 
has  declared,  that  in  caje  Rvjfia  perjifls,  fhe  will  be 
the  carje  of  a  general  rupture,  as  the  French  w:ll  be 
obliged  to  ajftjt  the  Turks."
